MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 6.—The government was still having ‘its 
innings as the fifth day of the trial of the first batch of WPA 
workers got under way in Federal Judge Joyce’s courtroom. 
Eight workers are involved in this first trial, growing out of a 
‘clash at a WPA project on the University of Minnesota campus 
last July 12, when Philip Slaughter, a fascist sympathizer, 
used a knife —to slash several pickets. It is typical that the 
victims, not the knife wielder, are being prosecuted by the 


federal government, 

The trial opened Monday, 
Octobér 2, and the first day was 
spent in selecting a jury. On 
the jury, picked by the judge, 
are seven farmers, a lumber 
salesman, a former deputy 
sheriff, a realtor, a restaurant 
owner and a hardware dealer— 
a typically tough dozen to hear 
a labor case. 

Government witnesses to 
date have been Linus Glotz- 
bach, former Minnesota WPA 
administrator (since promoted 
by Roosevelt); S.J. Stolte, act- 
ing State WPA administrator 
(also a Roosevelt appointee); 
and a number of finks, includ- 
ing one person, Homer Martin, 
who, described himself as a 
member of the US intelligence 
service during the war. All al- 
leged that pickets had threat- 
dened them during the WPA 
strike.

Keep pace with the rising cost 
of living. 

War-time profits on muni- 
tions were exceedingly high but 
the peace-time armament prof- 
its since 1920 have been even 
higher in many instances, gov- 
ernment figures show. Three 
years ago, Carnegie Steel cal- 
lously admitted that its bid on 
armor plate for the Navy, gave 
it a profit of 58%. In the same 
bidding Midvale asked a price 
that would have given it 91%. 
In 1933 Carnegie Steel made 
42% profit on a Navy contract 
for turret armor, but unsatis- 
fied with this, the corporation 
upped its prices $40 and $50 a 
ton during the next two years. 

Sperry Gyroscope which sup- 
plied the air forces with flight 
indicators made an average 
profit of 54% of cost. Profits 
went as high as 51% on a single 
order for the Army air corps. 

In aviation, Wright Aeronau- 
tical Company showed profits 
of 29% in 1927 and 44% in 1928 
on sales to the Navy, and 93% 
profits on sales to the Army in

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TH E BRANDED”—KARL MARX. 
NEGRO QUESTION 


By J. R. JOHNSON 


“Hundreds of thousands of Negro soldiers face the danger of 
having to shed their blood for the greater glory, the greater 
profits, of the bloated money kings of London and Paris in this 
imperialist war, the purpose of which is to tighten the yoke of 
oppression more closely around the necks of all toilers."' 

This is the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
Where does it come from? The readers of this column and of the 
Socialist Appeal might think it comes from our new pamphlet 
“WHY NEGROES SHOULD OPPOSE THE WAR” (by J. R. 
Johnson, 32 pages, 5 cents). But that extract is not from our 
party literature at all. It comes from an interview given by 
James Ford, the Stalinist Commissar of Harlem, to the Daily 
Worker, October 9, 1939. The same issue carries another inter- 
view given by Dr. Max Yergan, executive secretary of the In- 
ternational Committee on African Affairs. During the Spanish 
war this committee worked in close collaboration with the Stal- 
inist organization, the League for Spanish Democracy. On behalf 
of Harlem Negroes, the committee presented an ambulance to 
the Spanish people. Rah 

Dr. Yergan also says that the war in Europe is an imperialist 
war. Like James Ford, he regarded “the Soviet-German non- 
aggression pact and the subsequept action of the Soviet Union 
as the one great contribution to world peace and democracy to 
come out of the conflict thus far.’’ Thus Dr. Yergan, a mission- 
ary, a YMCA official, widely known in America, in Europe, and 
in Africa, by his observation of the international situation and 
the grace of God, advocates a 100 per cent Stalinist position. The 
war is an imperialist war; the Negroes will be sacrificed for 
profits; Negroes, help keep America out of war. 


Sounds Good—But Is It? i 


It looks good, like the red of an apple rotten at the heart. It 
sounds good, like the words a prostitute whispers in the ear of a 
traveler, while robbers creep behind to stab him in the back. 

For proof, let us take one great tragedy for Africans and the 
friends of Africa—the case of Spanish Morocco. The Moors are 
not Negroes, but they are an oppressed colonial people. If they 
had won their freedom, a mighty blow would have been struck 
at imperialism. The victory of the Moors could have acted as a 
clarion call to revolutionaries in Europe and to all oppressed 
and groaning Africa. i 

Now you gain your freedom when your enemy is weak and 
your enemy is weakest when he is fighting for his life. When the 
Spanish revolution broke out, it was the chance of the Moors. 
The correct policy for the Moors was to say to the Spanish 
workers and peasants: ‘‘You want to break the necks of the 
ruling class. We want our independence, but this we can get 
only by breaking the neck of the same ruling class. We support 
you, you support us, You declare that you support the inde- 
pendence of Spanish Morocco. We shall fight against Franco 
and be your loyal comrades and allies.” 

That was the policy for the Moors, But it was still more the 
duty of all who were friends of African independence to pro- 


claim that policy and agitate for it among the Spanish workers, 


and peasants. ‘‘The independence of Spanish Morocco." ‘‘Moors, 
take up arms and fight for your own country.’’ These are the 


slogans that should have been on the lips of every true revo-ļ|erican and Oriental Bureau, 


lutionary, of every genuine fighter for African independence in 
the days when every class, every group in Spain, was fighting 
for its own interests, on one side or the other. 

What did James Ford and his Communist Party say in those 
days? What did Max Yergan say? You will search columns of 
the Stalinist- press and not find one clear call, ‘‘Moors, use 
your arms for yolr independence." They sent men to fight, 
they sent ambulances, Yergan agitated for Spanish democracy. 
But “the independence of Spanish Morocco”? Not a word. And 
way? Because they did not want to overthrow Spanish imper- 
ialism; they wanted to maintain Spanish ‘‘democracy.'' With 
Spanish Morocco as a colony of this ‘‘democracy”’ just as East 
Africa is a colony of British “democracy” and the Belgian Con- 
go is a colony of Belgian ‘‘democracy.” Independence for 
Morocco? Under no circumstances, said Stalin’ “I want an al- 
liance with Britain and France against Germany. A socialist 
Spain? An independent Morocco? If I or my Communist Party 
fought for such a policy, I would never get my alliance with 
Chamberlain and Daladier. They would say I was a Red.” 

The Trotskyists in Spain fought against Franco, but they 
urged that the only way to beat Franco was for the workers 
and peasants to struggle for socialism and for the Moors to fight 
for their independence, in other words capitalism had to be 
broken at home and abroad. For saying this they were called 
traitors by the Stalinists, persecuted and murdered as agents 
of Franco. The Moors, getting promises from Franco and not 
even a promise from the Spanish Loyalists, fought with Franco. 
At home and abroad the Spanish revolution was beaten. 


The Stalinist Line Changes 


Today, however, Stalin no longer wants any alliance with 
Britain and France. He is tied up with Hitler. Hitler has no 
colonies. But Britain and France have. Stalin wants to embar- 
rass the British and French governments in their conduct of 
the war. He wants to prevent America from assisting Hitler’s 
enemy, Britain. So Ford and Yergan, Browder and Patterson, 
take the field. The war is an imperialist war. Down with the 
war. These conscienceless scoundrels want to use the Negroes 
to help Hitler's peace: they shout for peace. But peace means 
Hitler’s peace, with Stalin keeping his piece of Poland. That is 
why they say this is an imperialist war, which is true, and then 
add Russia did the right thing, which is false. 

The Fourth International ,denounces these servile corrupters 
of the Negro people. We do not support the capitalist war; we 
do not support the capitalist peace. We say: ‘Negroes, war or 
peace, fight against all the imperialists, today by a mass dem- 
onstration, tomorrow by strike, and when enough have rifles 
fight with rifles too.” 

But what does Yergan say today? In the interview in the 
Daity Worker he says that it is necessary for “the democratic 
labor forces of Europe and America to press for the reopening 
of the whole colonial question in the interest of a secure world 
peace.” There you see the naked reaction of Yergan. What 
does he mean by ‘reopening the whole colonial question." Who 
closed it? Does he want a conference to talk over things? With 
whom? With Chamberlain, Daladier, Hitler, and Stalin? Is 
this the peace that the Stalinists are shouting for? Will one 
single colonial be freed by this peace? Peace, by all means. We 
denounce their murderous war. But do the workers want Cham- 
berlain and Daladier to ‘“‘reopen"’ the colonial question? 

It is Hitler who wants to ‘‘reopen”’ it, in other words, bargain 
for Africa. For the revolutionary Negroes, that question is al- 
ways open. No peace with imperialism, whether fascist or “dem- 
ocratic.”* Tomorrow, according to -how Stalin moves, Ford and 
Yergan will shout again, ‘‘War for democracy.” Traitors yes- 
terday and traitors tomorrow, they are traitors today, however 
revolutionary they my sound. The Negroes must not be blinded 
by them, but should mercilessly expose this unscrupulous de- 
ception of an oppressed people.

The 


WAR DEAL 


By DWIGHT MACDONALD 


“There is something phoney about this war,” remarked Sen- 
ator Borah the other day. He was referring to the fact that 
France and England declared war six weeks ago and have not 
yet begun to fight. But he might also have noted something 
phoney: about the war issue as it has been presented in Congress 
recently, The much-advertised and long-awaited debate on neu- 
trality legislation, in which Borah himself is a leading partici- 
pant, has turned out to be pretty much of a flop. Here, too, the 
battle has. not yet been seriously joined. The Administration 
forces have said nothing of their real aims and interests, which 
center about bringing as much help as possible to the Allies. 
And their ‘‘opponents,’’ the isolationists, have strangely acqui- 
esced in this conspiracy of silence. It is clear that neither side 
has much stomach for a real fight. 


Friendly Enemies 


The truth seems to be that there is still a certain amount of 
division among the big bourgeoisie as to just how much of a 
“forward policy’’ in respect to the war is right now advisable. 
The great bulk of Wall Street opinion is without much question 
already behind the President’s policy—although with the caution 
and reservations one might expect considering the big property 
interests at stake. But there still remain certain powerful sec- 
tions of big business inclining more, for the present, to an isola- 
tionist line. In this category, E. T. Weir of National Steel, Henry 
Ford, and the DuPonts are outstanding. This explains why such 
Republican stalwarts as Senator Vandenberg of Michigan are 
leading the fight against raising the arms embargo. In Vanden- 
berg’s own state, for instance, the- split is clearly defined, with 
General Motors for raising the embargo and Ford against it. 

The politeness and gentility with which the neutrality fight 
has been conducted is explained by the fact that the politicians 
in Washington understand well enough that this difference of 
opinion is by no means indicative of any disagreement as to. the 
necessity of America’s final entry into the war, but is merely a 
friendly disagreement as to ways and means and, above all, 
timing. Both sides in Congress insist that nothing is further from, 
the minds of their honorable opponents than dragging this fair 
nation into the war. There are certain accusations, after all, that 
come too close to home to be bandied about in public. 


1917 and 1939 


As I pointed out last week, the relationship between the gov- 
ernment and big business has become much more intimate in 
the two decades of development that American monopoly capi- 
talism has gone through since the last war. This makes it easier 
in one way and harder in another to expose to the masses the 
imperialist nature of the War Deal. 

It is easier to expose the Roosevelt Administration’s war 
drive than it was to expose that of the Wilson Administration be- 
cause this timé big business has channelled its war aims through 
the governmental apparatus, so that the War Deal acts in a 
much more aggressive and whole-heartedly belligerent way than 
did the Wilson regime. Thus the War Deal is forced to go ahead 
in a more determined way, and is also forced to take on more of 
a Wall Street coloration than was necessary for Wilson in the 
years preceding our entry into the last war. (Roosevelt set up 
his War Resources Board headed by Stettinius of U.S. Steel be- 
fore our entry, while Wilson called on Baruch to set up the War 
Industries Board only after the declaration of war in 1917.) 

By the same token, however, the task of exposure is harder 
because this time Wall Street is not making the mistake of com- 
ing out in the open and acting as the business agents and ardent 
propagandists of the Allied powers. The pro-war propaganda of 
the Roosevelt Administration seems to be quite detached from 
any financial interests, to be the free-will act of an independent 
government body—while in the last war such propaganda was 
crudely and openly conducted by finance capital itself. 


Casting out the Devil 


The complexity of relations between big business and gov- 
ernment in this war crisis is demonstrated by the recent liquida- 
tion of the War Resources Board. When the WRB was set up last 
summer, headed by Stettinius of the Steel Corporation and com-

ALP Cliques Promote 
War Propaganda

or of any political party is the place for a bitter 
attack on Germany and Russia, both nations 
with which the United States is still at peace.” 
Another ALP candidate, for municipal court 
judge, Allan Goodwin, deplores “a controversial 
foreign issue which has no place in the party’s 
resolutions.” 

In a word, beth of the contending camps in 
the ALP are conducting themselves in thor- 
oughly unprincipled fashion, blurring the issues, 
hiding the facts. Neither one wants to conduct 
the fight on the ground on which it really stands. 

Why? Because neither one dares admit the 
truth. The truth is that each side is a war-mon- 
gering partisan of one of the contending imper- 
ialist camps. Each side attempts to pose as a 
lover of peace, but each side is actually for the 
victory of one of the contending imperialist 
camps. The ALP leaders are partisans of. Anglo- 
French imperialism and of Roosevelt's proposals 
to begin aligning America with that camp. The 
Stalinists are partisans of the Hitler-Stalin bloc. 
The antagonisms of the two warring camps in 
Europe are reflected in this fight in the ALP; 
each side serves one of the camps. In the face 
of the widespread anti-war sentiment, however, 
neither dares admit its real aim. Hence the de- 
liberately spread confusion. 


The Real Facts 


However, no smoke screen can conceal the 
real facts. No amount of shouting against the 
deservedly-hated Stalinists can conceal the real 
meaning of the ALP resolution of October 4. 
Its criticism of the Hitler-Stalin pact isa demo- 
cratic-imperialist criticism and has nothing in 
common with a working class critique of the 
reactionary role of the Stalinist bureaucracy. 

As long as Stalin adhered to the democratic- 
imperialist camp, the ALP leaders slept cheek 
by jowl with the Stalinists in the ALP and the 
unions; none of Stalin's crimes of his “demo- 
cratic” period—the Moscow trials, the purges 
and massacres, the betrayal of the Spanish rev- 
olution, the smashing of the great movement of 
the French proletariat, and in America the un- 
dermining of the militancy of the labor move- 
ment in the service of Roosevelt, ete., etc.—all 
these crimes the ALP leaders either supported, 
condoned or passed over lightly. They lived at 
peace and in collaboration with the Stalinists 
through all these terrible events. 

Only now do they break with the Stalinists. 
And why? Have the ALP leaders perhaps re- 
pented of their reactionary position on all the 
great events of these years? Not at all. They 
remain grooved in that reactionary course. Their 
sole grievance against the Stalinists is that Stal- 
in has deserted the camp of Anglo-French im- 
perialism for the carnp of German imperialism. 

No smoke screen can conceal from the work- 
ers of America the fundamental motivation of 
the ALP resolution, It identifies itself with “the 
cause of the Western democracies that are fight- 
ing for the preservation of those democratic 
values and liberties which we in this country 
treasure so dearly,” and goes so far. as to say 
that “the great majority of the American people 
have looked forward to the day when the re- 
maining democracies on the European continent 
would find the strength to resist the brazen ag- 


gression of Hitlerism.” 

This is war-mongering in the most literal 
sense of the term. From it logically follows the 
endorsement of Roosevelt's proposals for lifting 
the embargo to aid Anglo-French imperialism. 
From it logically follows any and all other steps 
to aid Anglo-French imperialism, including 
American entry into the war. The resolution 
hypocritically refrains from going the whole hog 
only because the anti-war sentiments of the 
masses are too well-known to the ALP bureau- 
crats. They follow, instead, the Roosevelt tactiz 
of taking, step by step, actions which will, in 
the end, lead America into the war. : 

We n&ed mention here only in passing how de-. 
liberately false is the rose-colored picture of the 
“democracies” painted in the ALP resolution. 
That Britain and France are the greatest slave- 
holding empires in the world, subjecting the 
masses-of Africa and Asia to an even lower liv- 
ing standard than bestial fascism has been able 
to impose at home upon the German and Italian 
workers; that only in the “mother countries” is 
there even a semblance of democracy; that An- 
glo-French imperialism facilitated the victory of 
'Hitler and preferred it to a socialist revolution 
in Germany, etc.—of all this there is not a hint 
in the idyllic picture of the “democracies” 
painted by the cynical bureaucrats of the ALP. 


«Left Wing» Cover 


At the October 4 city conference at which the 
fight was precipitated, a “left wing” cover for 
the ALP bureaucrats was provided by the Nor- 
man Thomas Socialists and Lovestoneites pres- 
ent. Two or three of them took the floor to make 
a point or two in differentiating themselves from 
the more flagrantly war-mongering aspects of 
the official resolution, but not one of them ex- 
posed the dishonest strategy of the ALP bureau- 
crats—and they voted for the resolution. “Sub- 
scribing to and reaffirming” the war-mongering 
resolution has been put as an ultimatum to all 
ALP candidates. Two members of the Socialist 
Party, Harry W. Laidler and Frank Crosswaith, 
are ALP candidates. The press reports that 
Crosswaith “expressed unqualified approval for 
the resolution.” Neither the Socialist Partý nor 
the Independent Labor League (Lovestoneites) 
has yet expressed itself officially; we await their 
official statements and will comment on them. 
Their strategy is, however, made clear by their 
shameful conduct at the city conference: what- 
ever their perfunctory reservations, they are go- 
ing along with the ALP bureaucrats, as they 
voted with them on October 4, 

Can one conceivably justify this course on the 
ground of opposition to Stalinism? To attempt 
to do so is utterly dishonest. By this cours€ the 
Stalinists are aided, not crushed. It enables the 
Stalinists to pose as fighters against “war in- 
citement.” Quill is able to appeal to the Irish- 
American workers, Ford to the Negro workers, 
who know what their brothers endure under 
British imperialism. The Stalinists are every- 
where losing ground because, with a sure instinct 
however inarticulate, the masses consider the 
Hitler-Stalin alliance a betrayal of the world 
working class. Precisely at this point the ALP 
provides the Stalinists with a rallying-point. 
Saying aş little as possible about their support 
of the Hitler axis and as much as possible about 
the ALP leaders’ support of the Anglo-French 
axis, the Stalinists are able to hold part of their 
shattered ranks together on this issue. The ALP 
leaders have done for the Stalinists what they 


could not do for themselves : provided them with. | united 


a good issue. Once again we are taught an im- 
portant lesson: the struggle against Stalinism 
¢annot be conducted by the equally-corrupt ref- 
ormist labor bureaucracy, and their Social-Dem- 
ocratic, Socialist or Lovestoneite servitors. 


There Is a Third Camp 


The war-mongering position of the ALP lead- 
ers is NOT a lesser evil than the war-mongering 
position of the Stalinists. Just as we refuse to 
make any basic distinctions between the camp 
of Chamberlain and that of Hitler, so we refuse 
to make any distinction between the war camp 
of Antonini-Rose and that of Quill-Stalin. Nei- 
ther represents the interests of the working class. 
Both lead to war and the decimation and destruc- 
tion of the working class. 

The genuine anti-war sentiments of the mass- 
es in the New York needle trades cannot find 
its expression through either the ALP bureau- 
crats or through the Stalinists. If those anti- 
war sentiments are not to be perverted—to Hit- 
ler’s service by the Stalinists, to Chamberlain's 
service by Rose and Antonini — the anti-war 
forces in the unions must express themselves in- 
dependently of either of the two cliques. Neither 
the “left wing” apologies for the ALP bureau- 
crats nor the pseudo-radical phraseology now 
employed by the Stalinists should hide this basic 
fact: neither of the warring cliques speaks for 
peace. In every union affiliated to the ALP the 
workers should begin discussing, not merely the 
pro-war positions now contending for control, 
but the THIRD position: the anti-war position 
which represents the present and future interests 
of the working class.

Their

Not the least remarkable phase of the just con- 
cluded Panama conference and the Declaration 
which issued out of it is the minor attention which 
the whole matter has received in the general press. 
T have not found a single newspaper which gave its 
main headline to the Declaration. Indeed, very few 
even put the news from Panama on the front page. 
Why such modesty? 

The explanation is simple enough: The publicists 
for United States imperialism—which means all of 
the bourgeois and most of the labor press—have 
got to keep the attention of the people focussed on 
the crimes of foreign bullies, and off the doings of 
the bully at home. Otherwise the people might be- 
gin to understand the real aims of the war into 
which Roosevelt is so democratically herding us. 

Editorial hands are raised in horror when Ger- 
many and the Soviet Union conquer by arms or 
subjugate by diplomacy a few fifth and tenth rate 
countries. But the editors are most discreetly sil- 
ent while United States imperialism utilizes the- 
first weeks of the war to cinch up contro] over two 
entire continents. 


What Washington Wants 


The first of the minimum war aims of United 

States imperialism is domination of the Americas. 
Such domination involves control over trade, capi- 
tal investments and raw materials in the Amer- 
ican nations to an extent that wilk reduce the share 
of other powers to a negligible frattion, and will 
assure that this residue does not interfere with the 
subordination of American economy as a whole to 
the needs of the metropolis. 
. Such economic domination demands, in turn, 
control over the foreign policy of-all the American 
nations, But control over foreign policy necessi- 
tates, also, a decisive measure of control over in- 
ternal policy. At the very least, the United States 
must be sure that the various governments are 
“friendly'' to itself, oriented toward Washington. 
This means that the United States must prevent 
these governments from being, as many have been 
in the past, tools of one of the rival powers (no- 
tably Great Britain); and prevent even more strin- 
gently the rise of popular, anti-imperialist revolu- 
tionary movements. Either dependence on another 
power or revolutionary mass struggle strikes at 
U.S. domination. 

This aim has been among the guides of U.S. 
policy during the past quarter of a century, and 
comes to the forefront in the war. The Panama 


conference brings it a mighty leap toward reali- 
zation. 


Who are the Rivals? 


In spite of the Monroe Doctrine, the United 
States was a minor factor in Latin America before 
the last war. England had been by far the principa! 
influence, with Germany moving up during the 
decade preceeding 1914. The war and the recon- 
struction years which followed gave the U.S. its 
first big chance; and money, goods, warships and 
marines, were pumped south. England rapidly re- 
gained an important position while Germany was 
frozen out. In the last few years, however, Ger- 
many went ahead again, and overtook England in 
volume of trade—though both together have had 
less than the United States’ 36%. In amount of capi- 
tal Investment, England and the United States are 
probably now about even, with no other nation ap- 
proaching. Indeed, from all points of view, the 
powers other than England and Germany hardly 
count. 

As soon as the war began, Germany’s trade was 
virtually eliminated. In spite of her Navy, Eng- 
land’s must be seriously curtailed, both because of 
the difficulties of convoy and because of the scarc- 
ity of export goods which will be available from 
British industry. 

The United States proposes that this withdrawal 
of her chief rivals shall be permanent. The Declar- 
ation of Panama was Roosevelt’s way of making 
this proposal known. 


Some Problems Ahead 


The Deciaration was ‘‘adopted unanimously’ by 
the conference. There was as much chance of an 
open negative vote as of Estonia’s rejecting Molo- 
toff’s proposals. Sumner Welles was there to dic- 
tate, and the others to sign. But the sorrows that 
were hidden under the unanimous vote stretched 
all the way to Berlin and, above all, to London. 

Argentina and Bolivia, for example, have for 
long been closely tied to London. They tried to ob- 
ject, but Welles granted them only a face-saving 
clause or two. And London must meditate bitterly 
about its plans for a Brazilian regime less wholly 
at Wall Street's orders. 

And then there is this: Britain and France have 
many possessions in the Americas, These are most 
valuable in war, not merely as sources of supplies 
but especially as bases for warships. The language 
of the Declaration can be interpreted to mean thai 
these possessions cannot be used as such bases. 

Of course, proclaiming the Declaration does not 
put it into operation. It is not yet accepted by the 
belligerent powers; and if it is accepted in words, 
this will not guarantee their acceptance in deeds. 
Acceptance will be ensured only by force; and the 
force in question can only be United States ships 
and planes. These however, are concentrated in 
the Pacific: for the second of the minimum war 
aims of U.S. imperialism is free entry into the 
Far East. z 

From this, by the way, it would seem to follow 
that “the principle of a two-ocean navy" will be 
adopted by the next regular session of Congress. 

It is true that the Declaration is aimed primarily 
at Germany; and it is true that Roosevelt will en- 
ter the war against Germany. But at times Eng- 
land must be less than delighted as she watches 
her mighty ally 

Yes, and Canada too is in the Americas. Would 
it be so startling if. Canada ‘‘declared her inde- 
pendence" from the Empire during the course of 
the war and its aftermath? On U.S. ‘War Depart- 
ment maps of the war resources of the great pow- 
ers, those of Canada are listed in the column of the 
United States.
